JIUDSON'S BAY COMPAN 


Tho people of the city of Toronto have, 
in public meoting assembled, passod strong 
resolutions eondemnatory of the monopoly 
of the Hudson's Bay Company over that 
territory, and protest against the ronowal of 
the chartor for exclusive rights in any portion 
of this continent. To these propositions wo 
cordially give our assent. All trade within 
tho bonndrios of British America should be 
open to all entorprizing Britivh Subjects. 
Tho opening of the far trade of tho country 
would induce thousands of Canadiana to try 
tholr fortunes in ithe far wost, But it Is 
evident from tho spoooh of Mr. Gronar 
Brown that his political anbition Toads him 
much farthor than hia patrlotlam; aud this 
boing a popular question he Ja riding it to 
tho best ndvavtage, and proceeds farthor 
than truth or dixorotion warrants, For in- 
atanoo, in the Jast rosolotion the asaortion of 
tho @/obo that the presont govornmont had 
doodod 46,000 acroa of Jand to this groat 
monopoly for £60, (which tho Hamilton 
Speotator, an oppositton journal, doclaros 
has boon proved faleo,) fs again ropeatod by 
Mr, Buowns as trath; thus showing that so 
long as an ond can be gainod, hoenres very 
little by what means it fa attained, 

Another foaturo in the Toronto mooting 


bronght forth a long and tabored article in 
Blackwood, against the Home Government, 
for adopting such a policy. Not knowing 
the feelings by which they were actuated, 
few felt inclined to look complacently upon 
the apparent slight of Lord Palmerston’s, re- 
jeotion of the proftered assistance. And few, 
we believe, will Gondemn that policy when 
it is known what tho reasons were that in- 
duced them to decline the offer. On tho 
11th ult., the question was again bronght up 
in the House of Commons, by Sir De Lacy 
Evans, who attributed certain motives to the 
Horse Guards for retusing the offer, wlien 
Lonp Parmenston replied :— 

“My hon, and meen friond has adyerted to 
tho proposal which was made during the late 
war with regard to raising battalions in the 
North American Provinces, 

osal-nt the present timo is one which would 

exorve to be woll and carefully considered, and 
upon which Ido not wish at presont to express 
any opinion; but I may mention to the House 
oue cireumnstance which mainly guided the Gov- 
ernment in thelr dotermination of not giving 
effect to those proposals during tho war in the 

Jrimea, We were at that time engaged in tho 
discussion of questions of considerable difficulty 
and importance with the Government of the 
United States of Amorica, and we did not think 
that it would bo very dosirable to withdraw at 
that time from Canada any large body of men, 
who might possibly, if the negotintionx had ta- 
ken an unfayourable turn, have been required for 
the defence of those Provinces themselves. 

A ronson which, wo believe, will prove 
satisfactory to every Colonist. English 
statesmen have not forgotten the advantages 
taken by the Americans in 1812, whon Eng- 
land was ombrailed with nearly the whole 
world, And dfsmissing tho Ministor at Wash- 
ington, and tho consuls, upon tho protext of 
having broken tho neutrality laws of nations, 
by encouraging onlistmont of anon for tho 
Orimoa, wasnoddubtlooked nponns a protoxt 
to go to war with England. They therefore

THE RECAPTURE OF SPOLLEN. 

The Charge tobe preferred to day against 
the notorious James Spollen is for the rob- 
bery of the Midland Great Western Rail- 
vay Com pany of the sum of £350, on the 
18th of November last, the night of the 
butchery of tho ill-fated cashier, Thehero 
of tho Broadstone tragedy was greatly dis- 
concerted at finding himself again in dur- 
ance. Ifo was taken at once’ in a car to 
Green strect statation house, where he was 
duly charged by Inspector Ryan, ‘The 
charga having been’ read to him, le was 
locked up iv one of the cells of the station 
house, in which ho will bo detained until 
he is brought up this day before the magis- 
trate nt Capel street office.

Barsxann took place on the 
Sth, so tliat his successor, General Rei, 
had bean pine days in command at tho last 
date; The garrison of Lucknow, in. the 
words of the despatch, was “ still “holding 
out, after the loss of its lamented Com- 
mandanton the Ath. The report of Gen- 
oral Haystoon’s successes is. confirmod.—— 
With his fying brigade of 2,000 Europeans 
he had achieved. three brilliant victories 
ovor the rebels, and driven them away 
from tho extensive positions they were late 
ly ocenpying round Sir Huon Wueeser 
al, Cawnpore, capturing from them 26 guns. 
They,are the very men who, under the mis- 
creant Nex a Sante, perpretrated. that hor- 
rible anassacre of European ‘women and 
ghildgen caught in, their passage down the 
Ganges, and it is a good omen for our cause 
that they are the first victims of a just re- 
tribution, Thesé successes have been ob- 
tained with little loss on our side, On the 
other hand, the report from Agra looks ill, 
thou, gh not-very explicable, The gavrison 
is said to have fought the Neemuch “muti- 
tineers on the 5th of July, with the loss of 
49 killed and 92 wounded, out of a total 
force of 500. At the last previous date 
there. were few Europeans at Agra, and we

000 acres of land to the. Mudson’s Bay 
Company, we perceive that one or two

that Mr, Hincks was at the head of the 
Government, and not long before the ad- 
vent of the Coalition Ministry, 

The present, and preceeding Adiinis- 
tration presided over by Sir Allen MacNab, 
know nothing of the existence of this order 
in Council; but, when the Iludson’s Bay 
question came to bo disctissed, the fact was 
brought to the knowledge of the Govern 

ment, by the then Chief Commissioner of 
Crown Lands informing his colleagues that 
he had issued, or caused to be issued three 
patents in accordance with the terms of the 
order referred to, ‘This was news to evory 
member of the Cabinet saye Mr. Cauchon, 
and it was at once determined upon to pre- 
yent anything farther being done towards 
perfecting the sale, The patents were im- 
mediately “impounded,” and so far from 
being issued in the true sense of the term, 
they now lie sealed in the Government ar- 
chives.

ference of time. This, though the greatest 
fert of the Vanderbilt, has nevertheless been 
eclipsed by the Ounard steamship Persia on 
three occasions, namely, on the 24th of May, 
1856, when she accomplished the run from 
New York to Liyerpool in 9 days Shours and 
40 minntes; again, on the 15th of Augast,

also on the 17th of August inst. in 9 days, 1 
liofir and 15 miintes; the latter being 9 hours 
anil 10 minutes shorter than the Vanderbilt's 
quickest passagd.

HORRORS OF THE MUTINY IN t 
INDIA, ; 
THE MUTINY AT ALLAIABAD. 
We had laid down our 
(those who were not on watch) when, about 
halfipast nine, we heard firing in the sta-| 
tion, and on the alarm bugle being sound- | 
ed, we ran up to the xamparts in breathless 
silence. The firing grew heayier, and we 
all thought that the insurgents had entered 
the station, and wore being beaten off by 
the regiment. steady was the musket- 
ry, regular file firing; on, on it continued, 
volley after volley. “Ob,” wo all said, 
“those gallant seapoys are beating off the 
for the firing grew fainter in the 
distance, as if they were driving a force out 
of the station, But before long the sad 
truth wasknown, Harwood rode in, bring. 
ing the tidings that the wretched sepoys 
had risen, had seized bis guns, and had 
marched them up to the station, He had 
escaped, and had run up to poor Alexan- 
| der’s camp, who jumped on his horse and 
rode up toward the lines, with as many of 
his men as could be got ready; he had 
been caught in an ambush by a body of 
sepoys lying in wait inan empty tank, and 
had been killed by a musket peing placed 
to his side, blowing out his heart. Mis 
body was brought in Jater in the night, 
and I gave his hand a Jast shake, and shed 
tears over his bed, 

The officers were at mass when the 
wretches sounded the alarm bugle to bring 
them to parade, and shot them down right 
and left! Wretched murderers, may they 
receive their reward! Nine poor little en 
signs doing duty with the regiment were 
bayonetted to death in the mess-room, and 
three of the officers who escaped heard their 
cries as they passed! Poor boys, who had 
never given offence to any nation, nor caus- 
ed dissatisfaction to the sepoys. Five offi- 
cers were shot belonging to the regiment, 
besides the nine poor boys, Birch and In- 
nes, with the sergeant-major, in all 17 mil- 
itary men, many merchants, and others, 
were most cruelly butchered-—in_ all fifty 
Europeans fell that night by the hands of 
the murderous sepoys, The treasury was 
plundered, the prisoners released from gaol, 
and the work of destruction commenced.— 
The whole station was destroyed, house 
after house plundered and fired. What a 
night!~ Each moment we expected the 
Sikhs would turn on us, and then! * * 
But the Almighty mercifully decreed oth- 
erwise, 

We disarmed the 6th guard at the main 
gate, and found the villains with loaded 
and cappod muskets, ready to turn out !— 
What an escape we had! Five ofiicers 
came in, all having eseaped in a wonderful 
manner—three naked, haying had to swim 
the Ganges, We were all night under 
arms, and in the morning lay down on our 
cots sad and weary, eacli moment expecting 
to be called up. The streets of the city

The following is from an officer of the 
8rd Europeans, engaged in the battle of 
Agra: 

Acra Forr, July 16. 

We are here now, like rats in a trap.— 
There are ft least 4,000 or 5,000 people in 
the fort, mixed, of course—military and 
civil, Eurosians, half-casts, &e,—and when 
we shall get out isa thing to be guessed 
at. 

Tn my last letter, written from Mudark, I 
told you what I had been about. We held 
our position on the road to Allygurh until 
the 3rd of July, when a regiment of cavalry 
belonging to the Gwalior Contingent anda 
battery of guns mutinied. They were be- 
tween our little band and Agra. Captain 
Burlton, since died of cholera, gave us in- 
formation, Our only hope was to get into 
Agra, adistance of 80 miles; but wewere 
obliged to leave the road and make our way 


the five following days, troops of the riot- 
ers were to be seen rashing from place to 
place, plundering and burning. Day and 
night we manned the ramparts in the hot, 
blazing sun, and day and night the guns 
and mortars belehed forth, throwing shell 
and grape shot, tearing down houses, and 
scattering the demons wherever any were 
seen. 


THE SIEGE OF DELHI. 
The following letter is from Major Alex- 
ander H. Cobbe, 87th R.LF., serving at 
Delhi as volunteer : 
Camp before Delhi, July 13. 
Our communication now is via Lahore, 
Mooltan and Bombay, and not through 
vans formerly, the roads below Delhi 
ng no longer open or safe. We are still 
‘sitting’ before this city, and do not know 
what the plans of the cainpaign are---whe 
ther we are to wait for reinforcements ex- 
pected up from the south or to attack the 
ace and take it by assault. 
The latter ought to have been adopted 
some days ago, butl think the former plan 
is the one that will be pursued; and if the 
European troops which are said to be 
marching up are near, undoubtedly it will 
be the wiser plan, No one Hindostance 
Sepoy can be trusted. The Sikhs and 
Ghoorkas (hill men, chiefly fiom Nepaul,) 
as well as the Punjabeo irregular troops, 
are to only native troops we can trust, and 
they are fighting right manfully by our 
@: but they nave not numervows, and our 
European soldiers ave not many, as our 
| force is the ‘Reserve Army of India.” We 
are, however, well off in ficld artillery, 
about 34 or 36 field guns, manned by Et 
ropeaus, also a good number of foot artil- 
lervmon, consisting of both Europeans and 
Sikhs, Our infantry consista of about 
8,800 men, 2,400 of whom aro Europeans, 
the rest natives of the class above mention- 
ed, There have been a groat many skir- 
mishes since I list wrote-indeed, the av- 
orage is about two or threo a week. The 
Sopoya are great hands at conesnling them-

1 
went out to learn the cause, and was told 
Ly an officer who was passing, that the Ko- 
tah Contingent had mutinied and gone off 
to theinsurgents, Agra was then left clear 
of any native regiments and left with one 
infantry regiment, the 8rd Europeans, and 
one European battery of great guns, Peo- 
ple were of course alarmed, but still thought 
the fellows weregone off clear, when the in- 
telligence came that a large force was 
marching on Agra, On tho morning of the 
5th July, the news was confirmed; they 
were some five miles away when it was de- 
{ermined (wisely or not, 18 a question not 
to be mooted now) to go out and meet them. 
Tho old leaven rosé within me, and I accom: 
panied them, Our foree consisted of about 
650, European infantry and one battery of 
guns, the infantry commanded by Colonel 
Riddel, and the artillery by tho gallant 
Captain D'Oyly, ‘The mutineers’ force con- 
sisted of 4000 infantry, 1600 cavalry, aud 
11 guns—frightful odds. A 

T inust also add that we had/on our side 
many volunteers, gentlemen of tho civil 
survico, civilians of the station, and the 
officers of the 44th arid O7th regiments of 
native infantry, regiments that had been 
disbandeil and their arms taken away.
